« A Proclamation to reſtraine the exceſſiue 


Carriages in VVagons,and foure wheeled Carts, to 
the deſtruction of High-wayes. 


Here as Wee haue euer had ſpeciall care that the Com- 


mon High wapes and Bꝛidges, leading from place to place 
within this Realme, might be kept in due repaire foꝛ the eaſe 
and good of Our louing Subiects: And obſeruing ot late ( not⸗ 
withſtanding the good pꝛouiſion of Dur Lawes in that be⸗ 
halfe made, and the tonfozmitie and fozwardneſſe of Pur 
| Subiects in ſo publique and neceſſary a wozke,) That Pur 
8 High-wapes c B2idges are at this = growne into great 
G decap, and very dangerous foz paſſage : wee haue vpon due 
e eranination found, That the ſad detales are occaſioned by the 
Common Carriers ofthis Kealme, who foꝛ their ſingular, and 
pꝛiuate p2ofite , doe now vbſually trauell with Carts and wagons with foure wheeles, 
Ddꝛawne With Eight, ine, oꝛ Tenne hozſes, 02 moꝛe, and doe commonly therein carry, ſir⸗ 
tie, and ſeuentie Hundzed weight, at one Burden at one time, which Burden and weight is 
ſo great, and exteſſiue, as that the very Foundations of Bꝛidges are in many plates there- 
by ſhaken, and the High wayes and cauſeys furrowed and ploughed vp by the wheeles of 
the laid Carts and wagons, ſo ouerladen, and made ſo LATE of dangerous ſlowes, 
and holes as neither can Paſſengers trauell thereby in ſakety, noꝛ the Inhabitants oz per- 
ſons by Law bound to repaire them, be able to bndergoe ſo great a charge. Where, hereto⸗ 
foꝛe all common Carriers vſually went with Carts of two wheeles onely , wherewith 
they could not well carry aboue twentie Hundzed weight at once, oꝛ there abouts, which 
the Bꝛidges, cauſeys, and oꝛdinary high wayes did, and might well beare, without any 
great damage tothe ſame, 
wee therefoꝛe intending the refoꝛmation ofthe pzemiſes (and hauing herein taken the 
aduiſe of Pur Judges, by whom wee haue bene reſolued, that by the Law of this Our 
Realme, the ſaid erceſſine and extraoꝛdinary kinde of Carriages, whereby Our high 
wapes are thus deſtroyed, are Common Nuſances and Annopantes againſt the weale 
publique, and an offence againſt Dur Crowne) Doe hereby ſtraightiy charge, require and 
cõmand, That no common Carrier, noꝛ other perſon oz perſons whatſoener,ſhall hereaf: 
ter ble, goe oꝛ trauell with any Cart oꝛ wagon, made with foure wheeles,to be dꝛawne 
with aboue fiue Holes at onte, alongeſt their Journey, which will carry in the winter. 
time as great a weight, and in the Sommer a farre greater Burthen, then the ancient pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛtion ot Carriage was, that the High-wayes and Bꝛidges may hereafter reteiue the elle 
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Dammage thereby; vpon paine of incurring Our high dilpleaſure, and to reteine con- 
digne puniſhment, as contemners of our ill aud , Mde9 bee 
further pꝛoletuted and puniſhed foꝛ the ſald and Annotantes by ſine, and ſuth 
—— wapes, as the Lawes ofthis Hur Realme haue pꝛouided againſt inthat- 
kinde. 
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To Which end wee haue expꝛell aſwell our Judges, as our Attourney 
nerall to — * rr I that behaife : And that ener 
O 


offender contrary to this Our Pzoclamation, ſhall foꝛ his contempt bebzoughtinto 
Court of Starre chamber, there to bee finedand pꝛoteeded againſt, actoꝛding to his de- 
merit. Neuertheleſle, Our intent, will, and tommandement is, and we doe hereby ſtrait⸗ 

ly charge ,command and pꝛohibit, That no common Carrier whatſoeuer,ſhall by colour 

hereofcake ottaſion to inhante, oꝛ raiſe the pꝛites of Carriage fromany part, oꝛ place with- 

in our laid Realme,vnder paine of our diſpleaſure, and vpon complaint thereofto vs, 
oꝛ out Paiute Councell made, to be further puniſhed, as ſhall be fit. 

And laſtly ,-we doe hereby will and require all Patozs, Shiriffes , Bailiffes , Juſti⸗ 
tes ofÞPeace, and other ur Officers, and Miniſters in all Counties and places 
whatloeuer , within this our Realme, That they andeuery of them in their ſeuerall Offt- 
ces, and plates doe from time to time pzontde,and ſee tothe due execution of this Sur plea- 
ſure, andRoyall Commandement, and that they diſcouer and make knowne all Offen- 
ders herein, that they may bee ſeuerally puniſhed foz their contempts; as allo that they 
neglect not, but continue the repayer and maintenance of High-wayes, Badges, and 
Cauſeys within this our Realme , accozding to the Lawes, Statutes and oꝛdmantes 
now in foꝛte, and our Commandement heretofoze giuen, as they tender our pleaſure,and 
will anl were the contrary at their bttermoſt perill,
